‘‘They to ld her there was a 
pump o perated o n a battery that 
wo uld bail o ut her capsule if wa­ 
ter seeped in,“ St. Pierre testi­ 
fied at the hearing in the chapel 
o f Dade Co unty J ail. 
“ Barbara said the kidnaper 
she knew as Geo rg e to ld her 


he‘d tested the capsule himself 
in the same spo t and it wo rked 
perfectly ,“ the ag ent said.

The 
distribu tion 
of

food commodities in the cou nty 
will terminate with the last reg­ 
u lar schedu le at the end of Feb­ 
ru ary . 


The stamp p rogram is sp on­ 
sored jointly by the Illinois De­ 
p artment of Pu blic Aid (IDPA) 
and the U. S. Dep artment of 
Agricu ltu re to increase the food 
p u rchasing 
p ower of 
eligible 
needy p ersons. Food stamp s are 
sold by cou nty dep artments of 
p u blic aid in downstate cou nties 
and by cu rrency ex changes in 
Cook Cou nty . When a p artici­ 
p ant bu y s stamp s, he receiv es 
additional free stamp s which in- 
creas his total food bu dget ov er 
30 p er cent on the av erage. 


Mrs. Bru ce said in the cou nty , 
stamp s will be sold by the cou n­ 
ty dep artment at 307 W. Third 
St., Dix on. 


Food stamp s may be sp ent 
like cash at p articip ating m ar­ 
kets to bu y food for hu man con­ 
su mp tion. 
Stamp s 
c a n n o t 
be u sed to bu y p et foods, liq u or, 
tobacco, hou sehold su p p lies, or 
imp orted 
foods ex cep t coffee, 
tea, cocoa, and bananas. 


As an ex amp le, Mrs. Bru ce 
cited how food stamp s wou ld 
benefit an 
Aid to Dep endent 
Children family comp osed of a 
mother and three children ages 
fou r, sev en, and 13. The fam 
ily ’s food bu dget now of abou t 
$8 4 wou ld increase to abou t $108 
throu gh the bonu s 
stamp fea­

The U.S. Dep artment of Agri­ 
cu ltu re makes a su rv ey and re­ 
p orts the p rices of farm real es­ 
tate twice each y ear and the 
latest of these rep orts was re­ 
leased in December. 


It cov ers p rices u p to March 
of 1938 and was based on in­ 
formation su p p lied by regu lar, 
farm er crop rep orters and by 
abou t 8 ,000 real estate brokers 
and local bankers. 


The rep ort showed the av er­ 
age p rice of U.S. farmland ad­ 
v anced six p er cent du ring the 
y ear ending March 1. 
Du ring the same 12 months, 
the 
av erage 
p rice of Illinois 
farmland went u p fiv e p er cent. 
(The changes in land v alu es dif­ 
fered from one p art of the state 
to another. Av erage p rices p rob­ 
ably declined in some areas, es­ 
p ecially in east-central Illinois 
where the corn crop was of p oor 
q u ality in 1967.) 
These increases brou ght the 
U.S. av erage v alu e of farmland 
to $178 p er acre, and the av er­ 
age v alu e of Illinois land to $466 
p er acre. For the 10-y ear p e­ 
riod 195 8 to 1968 , this makes the 
av erage of U.S. farmland p rices 
u p 70 p er cent and the av erage 
p rice of Illinois farmland u p 56 
p er cent. 
Neighboring states rep ort sim­ 
ilar increases for the same 10- 
y ear p eriod: Iowa, 5 5 p er cent; 
Missou ri, 8 6 p er cent; Indiana, 
65 p er cent; Wisconsin, 46 p er 
cent and Minnesota, 47 p er cent. 
The relativ ely low increases in 
land p rices in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota were p robably du e to 
limited retu rns from dairy ing, 
the p rincip al enterp rise in these 
two states.

Tex as 
rep orted an 8 4 p er cent increase 
in the p rice of farmland. 


Land v alu es rose 8 0 p er cent 
in 10 y ears in California, 5 0 p er 
cent in Washington and Oregon, 
and 68 p er cent in Florida. Most 
of the Eastern states rep orted 
p rice increases of 60 to 90 p er 
cent. 
Land v alu es are higher in Illi­ 
nois than in anny other state, ex ­ 
cep t a few on the coasts. The 
$466 av erage p rice p er acre for 
Illinois farmland comp ares with 
p rices in neighboring states as 
follows: 
Indiana, 
$417; 
Iowa, 
$370; Ohio, $367; Missou ri, $206; 
Minnesota, $202, and Wisconsin, 
$100. 
The highest, statewide av er­ 
age p rices for farmland were in 
the East and on the West Coast. 
States with higher p rices than 
Illinois were New Jersey , $8 32; 
Connecticu t, $718 ; Rhode Island, 
$616; Mary land, $5 65 , and Cali­ 
fornia, $5 28 . 
Prices in the Eastern states 
are strongly influ enced by non­ 
farm demand for land. In Cali­ 
fornia, land v alu es reflect both 
nonfarm demand and the v alu e 
of irrigation dev elop ment, or­ 
chards and v iney ards.
